THE VERDICT 

The Gamate biggest fault is the poor-quality LCD screen, which 
is actually painful lo look at for any great length ol lime. Luckily, 
none ol the games are sufficiently addictive to keep you playing 
lor much longer than half an hour or SO. 

At £59 95 (only ten quid cheaper than the Game Boy) the 
Gamate isn't a great purchase. With Nintendo's hand -held grab- 
bing all the big-name licenses, il's hard to imagine the Gamate 
naving any sort ol lulure to speak of. unless Cheetah produce 
games which, like Telris. need no Big-name selling. Potential
